Immediately after the return of 
the jury verdict, Judge Underwood 
called Dove before him, and was in- 
formed that Dove is married and the 
father of six children. Dove has 
held his present postion for nine years, 
and was given a job for life because a 
locomotive cut off the fingers of his 
right hand, Judge Underwood was 
told. 

“This is a serious offense, Mr. 
Dove,” the court said. “It is a dif- 
ficult and hard matter for the court 
to pass sentence upon you, by the) 
court’s duty is clear.” Judge Under- 
wood paused, and then continued: 
“It is the court's sentence that you 
serve a year and a day at Chillicothe 
prison, this being your first offense.”

WASHINGTON, April 9.—4)— 


’| The administration today approved the 


efforts at stabilization of the oil indus- 
try which are being made by the ten 
principal petroleum producing states. 


Both through the federal oil con-} 


servation board composed of four cabi- 
net members and in a conference at 
the. White House the president and 
his aides commended the program pre- 
sented by the oil states advisory com- 
mittee,

FRIENDSHIP FOR ITALY 


NICE, France, April 9.—()— 
Avowing France’s friendship for Italy 
in his farewell address, retiring Pres- 
ident Gaston Doumergue sailed from 
Villafranche today for Bizerta, Tunis, 
on an inspection tour of the French 
protectorate.

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NICHOLAS LONGWORTH. 


The sudden iliness and swift de- 
mise of Hon. Nicholas Longworth, of 
Ohio, speaker of the house of rep- 
resentatives of the last three con- 
gresses, shocks and grieves the 
whole country. His passing from 
life removes one of the outstanding 
public figures of the nation and will 
be profoundly deplored by his col- 
leagues and admirers throughout the 
nation, irrespective of their political 
relations. 


Mr. Longworth was in the 62d 
year of his life. For 32 of those 
years he had been active and impor- 

- tant in the public affairs of his na- 
tive city of Cincinnati, his state and 
of the Union. He entered congress 

_. in 1903, in the 58th of its terms, 
_ > and had served in that body for 13 
terms, omitted from the 63d only, 
and was speaker of the house for 
the three consecutive terms ending 

- March 4 of this year.. It was un- 

*- questioned that, should the repub- 
licans organize the house in Decem- 

. ber next, he would have been chosen 
again to the speakership had he 
lived until that event. He was not 
speaker when death smote him, 
since his term in the office expired 
with the death of the last congress 
on March 4. The only speaker who

THE GRAFT PURSUIT. 
The people of Atlanta have rea- 
sons to be heartened in their pur- 


; pose to restore clean government 


and honest public service in the 
city. 

More than a year ago The Con- 
stitution made public the charges 
of municipal graft in the city coun- 
cil and demanded, in the name of 
the people, that the grand jury, 
guided by the solicitor-general of 
the county, should go to the bot- 
tom of the situation and allow no 
guilty man to escape trial and 
justice. 

That work has been done so far 
with reasonable diligence and re- 
sults. There has been no hysteria 
and heated public clamor, no symp- 
toms of personal persecution, no 
demand to victimize any one clearly 
innocent of wrong-doing. The grand 
juries have done their duties reso- 
lutely and promptly. The solicitor- 
general and his staff have been ac- 
tive and laborious. The trial juries 
have undoubtedly been faithful to 
the law and their oaths, The trial 
judges have been impartial and 
leaned strongly to justice tempered 
by compassion and leniency. 

So far, then, a great and needed 
public service has been faithfully 
prosecuted and performed, but it is 
not yet completed. 

The public mind has not grown 
indifferent to the crimes of their 
unfaithful servants. 

The people are'still insistent that 
the clean-up of corruption in public 
office shall go on to its legitimate 
end. The full measure of justice to 
the spoliated honor of the city is 
demanded, but only justice. 

And when the purging is finished 
and the penalties paid, and only 
then, wile the feelings of an out- 
raged citizenry be contented. 


THE SALOON IS DEAD. 
In an interview by the Associated 


We have just returned from Roche- 
Piquee in the south of France where 
mysterious occult phenomena in a 
peasant cottage, which astonish even 
the psychic experts from Paris be- 
cause of their severity, and which 
have been occurring at intervals dur- 
ing the past three months in spite of 
the vigilance of the local gendarmerie 
and the presence of scientific investi- 
gators, have thrown the entire region 
into a near-panic. Before we go u*y 
further let us say that henceforth we 
believe in ghosts. Why? Because some- 
body or something gave us a stinging 
slap in the face without us being able 
to discover the cowardly perpetrator. 
Rochepiquee is a half mediaeval vil- 
lage seldom visited by tourists. It lies 
perched like an eagle’s nest on the 
rocks overlooking the Rhone valley. 

The phenomena, we read in the 
Paris papers, consist in face-slappin; 
by invisible hands. So down we went, 
having nothing else to do for the mo- 
ment. The Paris papers are correct; 
the phenomena are that way. Any 
man or woman who ventures to ap- 
proach the cottage of the ‘zasant 
Jean Crozier receives a stinging slap 
in the face, be it night or daytime. 

The most puzzling and at the same 
time most cruel peculiarity of the 
manifestations is the fact that the 
children of Jean Crozier often wake 
up screaming in the night and are 
found to have their faces bleeding as 
if they had been scratched, But thet 
doesn’t mean Monsieur Crozier is go- 
ing to run away or vacate the place. 

The phenomena started in October 
last year, but then the parish priest 
was called in. He is a venerable gen- 
tleman whom I encountered on the 
road where he was reading his bre- 
viary one afternoon and peeking side- 
ways at all the strangers in his ham- 
let. The priest pronounced the secret 
formula of exorcism last October, I 
was told, and the phenomena ceased 
for a while, only to redouble in vigor 
in January. Most of the folks in 
Rochepiquee are convinced that the 
whole thing is the work of an old 
woman, who is flatly accused of being 
a witch and who, in that capacity, has 
cast a spell over the Crozier house. 

Not long ago a package was found 
in the local graveyard. It contained 
the heart of a calf and was stuck fall 
of pins and needles. It lay on one of 
the tombstones of the Crozier family. 
The prefect of the department has 
been so alarmed about the occur- 
rences that he called on the authori- 
ties in Paris to investigate. It was 
in the company of Professor Ridet, 
of the Psychic Society, that we jotr- 
neyed down there and witnessed this 
savant’s investigation. “‘It is,” he said, 
“one of the most baffling types of so- 
called ‘Poltergeist’ that has ever come 
to my attention. We kfiow,” he added, 
“that the phenomena have to do with 
Crozier’s 13-year-old daughter. This 
our investigation has established most 
definitely. It is often a young girl 
who is the center and perhaps the 
cause of such baffling occurrences. But 
even if we know this the case has a 
definitely inexplicable base. There is 
no doubt of the invisible slapping. I 
have been slapped. You yourself have 
been slapped. I also know that this 
won't happen if the 13-year-old girl is 
absent from the house. 

“But who performs this humiliating 
trick and how it is done remains a 
mystery in this case, as in all the hun- 
dreds of similar cases that come to my 
attention annually. This I can say 
with certainty, the phenoomena will

News of the Surrender. 


It was very late in the evening of 
that fateful Sunday that a ghort mes- 
sage flashed over the wires to Gen- 
eral Cobb saying that— 

“Lee and army surrendered at Ap- 
pomattox Court House today.” 

It was a telegraph operator’s mes- 
sage, unofficial, uncorroborated, and 
giving no sender’s station. 

It was received by General Cobb 
and his staff, one of whom was my 
father, with instant unbelief. Not 
simply because it was unofficial and 
uncorroborated, but because the idea 
of a surrender by General Lee was 
incredible—the very thought of it too 
painful to be borne. 

I happened that day to be on de- 
tailed duty at General Cobb’s head- 
quarters, in the residence at the south- 
east corner of Second and Walnut 
streets, as a courier. I wondered at 
the excitement that suddenly possess- 
ed the headquarters. Officers talked 
heatedly and cursed savagely at some- 
thing invisible. But my father quietly 
told me the cause of the fury and 
commanded me to keep my mouth 
shut.

A Night of Worry and Hope. 

Before darkness closed down Gen- 
eral Cobb had sent most of his offi- 
cers and couriers to the commanders 
of posts in the city and of the en- 


vironing entrenchments to give them 
orders to pay no heed to any rumors 
of Confederate disasters that might 
reach them. 

No one knew whether other mes- 
sages than that to headquarters might 
have come to, the city and the spread 
of them might start a panic among 
the people and excite desertions 
among the troops to save themselves 
from the humiliations of a “surrender 
tv the damned Yankees!” 

My father stuck me on a horse 
and hurried me‘ with a hastily writ- 
ten message to the commander at the 
prison stockade for Union officers, lo- 
cated near the old fairgrounds south 
of the railway tracks, ordering a re- 
enforcement of the guards and a vigi- 
lant watch over the prisoners, lest 
the’ might hear of a surrender and 
attempt an COCRC. 


Soldiers and People Were Brave. 

There was no Monday newspaper 
in those days and it was only grad- 
ually next day that the news of Lee’s 
surrender, when confirmed as it was 
early Monday morning, got abroad to 
the people. 

The papers were directed to post 
no bulletins or. get out any extra 
flyers to distribute the almost heart- 
breaking intelligence. 

e ere heard the news with 
profound sorrow, but with a stolid 
fortitude that I now realize was sim- 
ply wonderful. 

The soldiers, through whose ranks 
and camps the information was. car- 
ried, heard the sad story, barren of 
details and stark in its suggestions, 
with no show of consternation or de- 
sire to be released and dispersed. 

On the contrary they seemed to 
feel almost to a man that it was up 
to them to stick to their posts and 
carry on until the very heavens 
should fall upon them. It was a 
glorious spirit.

When the Heavens FellgDown. 

It was fully a week later, after 
many wild rumors and false reports, 
that news came to us of the armistice 
between Sherman and General Joe 
Johnston in North Carolina. That 
news meant to all: of us that the 
end of the war had been reached. 

Orders were issued to withdraw us 
from our entrenchments, to make can- 
tonments in the city near to what 
shelter and commissary stores were 
on hand, while those of us, like my- 
self, who had homes in the city, were 
permitted to sleep and eat in them 
wien not on guard or service duty. 

We passed several days so until the 
evening of the 20th when General Jim 
Wilson, at the head of his federal 
cavalry raiders, disregarded a flag of 
truce, entered the city and ended our 
soldiering under the Stars and Bars 
for all time. But some of us still 
march proudly under its splendid 
nenty on memorial and re-union

Jouett Shouse, chairman of the na-

Shouse issued his statement just be- 
fore he left here late today by plane 
for Salt Lake City.

“T shall not be drawn into alterca- 
tions: with democrats anywhere,” 
Shouse said. “It is, of course, entirely 
within Mr. McAdoo’s rights to decline 
the invitation to serve on the com- 
mittee named to greet me in Los : 
geles,”’ 

“I am going to the Pacific coast 
in response to persistent urging by 
democratic leaders of the states in 
that section. I am _ going because 
these leaders have felt that by so do- 
img I can supplement and assist their 
organization activities. I am going to 
try and help pave the way for the 
election of the democratic ticket in 
1932.” 

McAdoo, in his letter, wrote that he 
believes that “intelligent treatment of 
the greatest problem facing the coun- 
try today—unemployment, not prohi- 
bition’ —probably would bring back. to 
the party the presidential chair, He 
warned that if the party adopts the 
view of Chairman Raskob and pre- 
sents the question of liquor as the

-Death of Longworth 
Loss, Says Ramspeck 


The country has sustained a 
distinet loss in the death of Rep- 
resentative Nicholas © Longworth, 
speaker of the national congress, 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, of 
the fifth Georgia district, said 
Thursday.

Mayson’s Ruling. 

“This particular ordinance does not 
interfere with the liberty of the press. 
It really tends to preserve the liberty 
of the press in that it prohibits pub- 
lications which in the end would tear 
down this liberty. 

“With reference to the suggestion 


therefore the laws limiting this liber- 
ty are unconstitutional, I reply that 
the liberty of the press must be ex- 
ercised like all other liberties within 
the law and not without the law, 

“For instance, the constitution pre- | 
vides that no law shall be passed 
prohibiting the carrying of arms but 
this constitutional protection is not 
violated by a law prohibiting the ca* 
rying of weapons concealed. It was 
found that carrying weapons concealed 
led to crime and therefore should be 
prohibited. So the law against carry- 
ing weapons concealed was passed and 
has been sustained, notwithstanding 
the constitutional provision just re- 
ferred to. 

“In this state there is a state law 
prohibiting the sale or exhibition or 
the offering for sale of any indecent 
pictorial newspaper tending to de- 
bauch the morals or any indecent 
book or pamphlet. Parks code, Sec- 
tion’ 3585. 

“This was sustained in the case 
of Montross vs. State of Georgia, re- 
ported in 74 Ga., 261 and 262. 

“Montross was tried in the city 
court of Atlanta on an accusation 
charging him with giving away inde- 
cent pictorial newspapers calculated 
to debauch public morals, known *s 
The National Police Gazette. He was 
found guilty and carried the case to 
the supreme court of Georgia and his 
sentence was affirmed. 

Not Liberty But License. 

“This was done notwithstanding the 
same constitutional provision whi.’ 
secires the liberty of the press. It 
was not liberty Montross was exer- 
cising but license. It was more than 
license; it was a direct invitation to 
alebauch or tending to debauch public 
morals, 

“Where the state has passed a law, 
bringing within the police power any 
particular subject, the municipal au- 
thorities have the power now, under 
the usual general welfare clause, to 
deal with the subject limited by. the 
established rule that they cannot deal 
with an act which is purely a vio- 
lation of a state criminal statute. 
5 Ga. Appeals, page 9. 

“In that case, it appears the state 
had passed a prohibition law but it 
was held that municipal authorities 
(under the law then passed) could 
prohibit ‘the keeping on hand of in- 
toxicating liquors for the purpose of 
illegal sale.’ , 

“The gist of the offense under such 
ordinances is materially different from 
the gist of any of the crimes creat« | 
by the state statute. 

“Here the city of Atlanta follows 
in the line of the policy of the state 
but does not undertake to create an 
offense covered by the state law but 
to carve out of the state law some 
portion thereof which it particularly 
desires to prohibit. 

“Assuming that. the state has a 
law, for the purpose of this discus- 
sion (although I do not recall any 
such law) prohibiting publications 
dealing with crime, yet a municipal- 
ity can carve out of such general law 
a particular part thereof and con- 
stitute same a municipal offense. 

Ordinance Purpose. 

“The ordinan¢e under review under- 
takes to prohibit the publication of 
newspapers and magazines which de- 
vote themselves to crimes or crimi- 
nals, holding them up as standards 
to be followed or obiects to be ad- 
mired or appealing to the criminal 
passions of society.

LONDON TRAMWAYS 


MacDonald Government 
Will Also Take Over All 
- Other Companies. 


LONDON, April 9.—(4)—The Mac- 
Donald labor government has decided 
to nationalize the $650,000,000 trans- 
port facilities of the greater city. 

The transport bill has passed its 
second reading in commons by a com- 
fortable majority, and passage of its 
third reading and approval by the 


lords will be followed by the govern- 
ment taking over all the subway, tram 
and bus lines now operated by almost 
100 private companies. 

The merged lines, which carry 
4,000,000,000 passengers a year, will 
be the largest city traction system in 
the world. It will be owned by tke 
government and- will be operated by a 
board of five men appointed by the 
minister of transport. 

This board will have absolute pow- 
er to alter or discontinue existing 
services and inaugurate new ones 
through an area with a radius of 
25 miles from Charing Cross. Its av- 
thority will extend to vehicular traf- 
fic and it will regulate the movement 
of every taxi and private car, every 
hors.-drawn dray and every gasoline 
or stear: lorry in the city. 

Conservatives have opposed the bill 
bitterly on the ground that it is a 
csci.listie measure, but the liberals 
have thrown their balance of power 
with the government. 

The government board is to operate 
the transport lines at cost, adjusting 
fares so that there will be neither 
profit nor deficit. 

The active “ezar” of the great trac- 
tion system -will be the chairman of 
the board.

Good morning, Everybody: 
THREE ESPECIALLY GOOD 
network programs will be brought in 
by the two local stations this “after- 
noon and evening. But before dis- 
cussing them, I find a situation that 
demands prior attention. It is con- 
cerning letters addressed to this col- 
umn. get them.and like to get 
them, because for the most part they 
express the views of the Living-Room 
Legion of Listeners. 


One of the letters before me 
is very pertinent to a subject in 
which a great deal of interest is 
being manifested. read all 
through the communication, and 
at the bottom of the page find 

' the request: “Please do not pub- 
lish my name.” After re- -read- 
ing the letter I can’t imagine why 
the writer of it should not want 
his name signed to the letter, but 
I will comply witn the request. 
And some letters are not signed 
at all. 


AFTER THIS, however, this col- 
umn will not quote from or print any 
communications where the sender’s 
name is not signed as an indication 
of good faith. Those desiring to re- 
main anonymous will have their wish 
respected; but please sign your name, 
anyway. 


“Will someone” (the letter 
pleads), “come forward with an 
idea or suggestion to relieve us 
listeners of all electrical tran- 
scriptions? These so-called pro- 
grams are hurting radio in gen- 
eral, it seems to me. Perhaps the 
sponsors of these programs don’t 
listen in. I, for one, after a 
sample of most of them, cut them 
out just as soon as they come on 
the air.” 


“T WONDER” (continues the let- 
ter). “if the sponsors of any elec- 
trical transcription program believe 
that they are getting the same at- 
tention that is given to such real 
live programs as Coca-Cola, Phil 
Cook, Armstrong. Quakers, Armour 
and Interwoven?” 


I doubt it. No one could be 
so obtuse. The most perfected 
transcription is as different to 
the living-room audience from the 
spontaneous broadcast as canned 
spinach is from freshly-cut gar- 
den spinach. The music invari- 
ably is phonographic, and the 
spoken voice ordinarily is remi- 
niscent of a couple of aged 
turkey-gobblers squabbling in a 
ba . . . But the transcrip- 
tion idea probably appeals to the 
sponsor as an economical ar- 
rangement; and the fallacious 
and stubborn policy of wunder- 
estimating the taste and _ intelli- 
gence of the public is to a large 
degree responsible. 


RADIO IS NEW. and so the cur- 
rent evil is exctsable. At present 
the sponsor's principal objective seems 
to be to cram as many words of 
praise into his program as his ste- 
nographer will type, under union 
rules. He will learn ultimately the 
real value of publicity, which, of 
course, is what is sought by the spon- 
sor. He will learn that that value 
lies in his ability to impinge upon the 
public mind that which he wants to 
be foremost. 


Some wise sponsor eventually 
will come along and have an 
idea; or will listen to one. For 
our own purposes we will give 
this imaginary sponsor the iden- 
tity of “The Curlycue Company.” 
His program will be introduced 
thus: “Good evening! Curlycue 
is on the air!” Seven words. And 
at the end of the program: “Cur- 
lycue bids you goodnight!” Four 
words. Within a month, where 
people talked radio, they would 
talk Curlycue. They would tell 
one another how they liked the 
Curlycue program because there 
wasn’t a volume of blah-blah be- 
tween every two or three musical 
offerings. 

AND THEN a wiser sponsor will 
come along and introduce his pro- 
gram with four or five words. And 
will gain the distinction of ing 
even more succinct than Curlycue. It 
would be more effective for the pur- 
pose for which the sponsor strives. 
He would shoot at his target with a 
rifle, using one or two bullets; not 
with a_ short-range, double-barreled 
shotgun of verbosity. . . . What 
sponsors overlook—because radio is 
new—is the all-important psychologi- 
cal fact that the spoken word is by 
no means the printed word, and can 
not hope to compete with the printed 
word by using its methods.

In U.S. Employ Urged by Miss Dell 


Urging strict observance of the 
merit system in granting promotions 
in government service, regardless of 
sex, so-called “political influence” or 
other essentially extraneous factors, 
Miss Jessie Dell, member of the Unit- 
ed States civil service commission, 
who is visiting in Atlanta, was the 
principal speaker at the monthly meet- 
ing of Local No. 122, National Fed- 
eration of Federal. Employes, held on 
the Ansley roof Thursday night. 

In a great many instances at pres- 
ent, Miss Dell asserted, women are 
being discriminated against, owing to 
the wording of the old law which pro- 


vides that “women may be appointed | 


to the federal service and serve in 
positions or clerkships, and they shall 
be paid at the same rate and given 
the same consideration as paid and 
given to men.” The law should be 
amended to read, “Women shall be 
appointed,” ete., in Miss Dell’s opin- 
ion, and she made known her inten- 
tion of asking the attormey-general for 
a ruling on the question at a later 
date—preferably a date “nearer elec- 
tion time.” 

“T do not mean that there are not 
many women who are securing good 
positions with the government and fill- 
ing them competently at good salaries, 
but there has been discrimination in 
the past, and, though there is less now 
than there has been. it still exists 
to greater degree than it Should,” Miss 
Dell said. 

‘Federal employes are the back- 
bone of the success of our great gov- 
ernment,” she continued, “Their loy- 


_alty and fine service keep the wheels 


of the United States machinery re- 
volving continuously, with mever a 
breakdown, and theirs is a record of 
which to be proud. In the stressful 
times ‘of the World War, I noticed 
that not one of the old group who 
eame in to render service forgot that 
e or she was there to serve the coun- 
try in its time of need. I congratulate 
them on their splendid loyalty. I 
‘have not heard of their receiving any 
glittering medals in recognition of 
their service, but somewhere and some
